CLEVELAND'S POLICY. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

Wasnmorox. December 15.—It is quite likely that 
Congress will, during the present session, take one 
further step in the way of cheap postage. The re- 
sult of the reduction of letter postage to two cents 
has been so gratifying that it will encourage Con- 
gress to adopt Mr. Bingham's bill increasing tne 
weight of singie postage letters to one ounce, in- 
stead of one-half ounce as now. The reduction of 
postal rates to two cents has really, it is understood, 
reduced the revenues of the department by only 
$2,000,000, and it seems probable that this amount 
will be regained during the fiscai year. This fact 
will encourage Congress to make the change in re- 
gard to the weight of letters, which will really be 
& great convenience to the letter-writing public, 
and will not materially reduce the receipts of the 
department. It may also result in the passage at 
this session ofthe bill for the reduction of local 
postage to one cent. 

BEN BUTLER IN THE SUPREME COURT. 

“Going in to listen to Ben Butler,“ has been a

Il was in the Senate 
at the time, and Stilson Hutchins, who 
was then in the House, introduced the 
resolution amending the rules and creating the 
committee. That was in 1873 or 1874, and ever since 
that time the committee has been a detriment to 
the interests of St. Louis.

The Apparently Chaotic Condition 
of the New Orleans World’s 
Fair,

Strenuous Efforts Being Made for the For 
al Opening—The Exposition a Great City 
in Itself, With Endless Ramifleatlont 
Hundreds of Car-Loads of Exhibits Arriy- 
ing Daily—The Floral Splendors—Mexico’s 
Vast and Complete Display—Director 
General Burke. b 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

New Ortmans, December 13.—The resolution in- 
troduced in the House last Monday by Judge Moul- 
ton of Illinois imputing, or seeming to impute, to 
the management of the Cotton Exposition an imper 
fect fulfillment of its trust, met a strong counter 
current of recrimination as it surged downto the 
Gulf and was dashed intoa spray of indignation 
which has not yet wholly subsided. The statesman 
from the Sucker State recanted, it is true, and con- 
sented to divulge that he was really voicing the 
theories of the odorous West Steever: but even this 
failed of its purgose, if that purpose was to pour 
pacific oil upon the angry waters. New Orleans is 
firm in the belief that her Fair is the biggest thing 
in history; she is correspondingly jealous of its 
fair name and will brook no word of aspersion or 
inuendo, 

THE ESTIMATE OF THE EXPOSITION. 

Standing at this remove, when only five days in- 
tervene before the great Tuesday on which the 
doors of the Exposition are to be officially ‘opened 
to the world, itis not difficultto find facts and 
figures to give color to the apparently extravagant 
promises which have been lavished upon the future 
of this latest and favorite son of the South. The 
subtile processes of multiplication have been 
invoked to prove to all the world that the great 
main building, more thana quarter of a mile in 
length, and inclosing thirty-three acres of ground, 
isthe largest structure that éver stood on pegs; 
that, while the Centennial at Philadelphia was 
run“ by a single engine--the Corligs, now at Pull- 
man, of 1,400 horse power 1. o horse-power is re- 
quired to move the engines that will generate the 
electricity for the thousands of electric lights 
pendant from the roofs of the various buildings 
here, and 3,000 horse-power more to set in motion 
the miles and miles of shafting in Machinery Hall, 
Figures are agreeable things when they run one's 
way, and New Orleans points with pride to these 
and many other statistical facts. as she challenges 


comparison with Philadelphia or Paris, or any other 
of her illustrious compeers. 
THE MAIN BUILDING. 

The main building—which by virtue of these 
figures takes prestige asthe greatest of its kind— 
stands in about the center of the City Park, its ex- 
terior sicklied oer witha pale cast of pea-green 
paint, and adorned at every point with the flags of 
all nations. It is no prodigy of architectural 
beauty, except, perhaps, in the prime point of all 
architecture—adaptation tothe uses for which it 
was created. It is airy, well lighted and, always 
and above all, big. The park is a considerable plat 
of ground which has long borne the name of a 
park, though only by courtesy and by virtue of its 
dedication to that 2 Nature has done little 
for the place bey picketing it about with a 
solemn sentry of those giants of the Southern forest, 
the live oaks, with their perennial coats of green, 
trimmed with the destructive but lovely parasite, 
the drooping moss. 

Till now it has shown to each succeeding season a 
shaggy coat of weeds and uncultured grass, and the 
river steamers, bending round the western end, 
have had nothing but hoots of derision for its bar- 
renness and empty pretensions to beauty. This 
winter, in common with all New Orleans, t will 
wear a gay holiday coat of green, smooth and soft. 
Tulips from Holland, cacti and ms from Mexico 
and Brazil, and native magnolia, rose and fruit- 
laden orange trees adorn it everywhere. Whatever 
may be the ultimate fate of the Exposition proper; 
however big or little the buildings and the exhibits 
they contain; however stifling the crowds, one thing 
at least is assured to New Orleans which lay utter- 
ly beyond the compass of her competitors of the 
past. The Crescent City stands in the threshold of 
the tropics, and her winter is not too cold nor her 
summer too warm, but that she may in safety trans- 
plant the flore of North and South alike, and 
choose for her garden the treasures of every cli- 
mate. The floral splendors of the Exposition Park 
and of the Horticultural Hall will be unheard of. 

CHAOS AND INCOMPLETENESS. 

Much has already been said of tne probable state 
of advancement which the Exposition will show on 
the opening day, and not a little surprise has been 
expressed that the formal opening was not intended 
as a signal for allthe workmen to lay down their 
tools and pronounce their work complete. For 
nothing could be more evident than that such a con- 
summation, however devoutly to be prayed for, will 
fall far short of realization. The i6th of December, 
or of January, or, for that matter, of May either, 
will not see the work, which commenced so many 
months ago, complete. The great fair is a great 
city in itself and its ramifications are endless. 
Standing in the gallery opposite his office in the 
main building the other day, Director General 
Burke waved his hand in the direction of the chaotic 
heaps of boxes and fine lumber that lay below, and 
said to your correspondent: 

“It looks rough yet, doesn't it? Well, Jet me give 
you some idea of the immensity of the work we have 
undertaken. There are 1,500 car loads of freight on 
that floor below, and, as you see, it doesn’t show 
hardiy.” 

But,“ I asked him, “how can you possibly, in a 
week's time, reduce that hotch-potch to order!“ 

Wait and see, was his confident reply. “Wait 
and see what one or two days will bring forth. The 
exhibits are pouring in at the rate of 150 car loads 
a — and are being arranged as fast as they come. 
Ready on the opening day? No; of course not, in 
the sense of being quite finished, but we are further 
advanced than any World's Fair ever was at the 
same stage of the proceedings, and will be in very 
presentabie shape on the 16th.” . 

The developments of the t few days have gone 
far towards confirming this prediction. Every 
hour sees its triumph in the interest of good order 
and every minute the unfolding of some new treas- 
ure. . 

THE FOREIGN EXHIBITS. 

Ranged side by side through the center of the 
building are the exhibits of foreign countries, now 
rapidly being reduced to shape. Austro-Hungary 
sits cheek-by-jow! with Belgium, England and 
France, in bloodiess rivalry; the Central American 
States, Japan, Cnina, Rassia and a dozen others. 
Chief of the last named, and foremost among all 
for the extent of her display, will be Mexico, who 
pours her treasures with a lavish hand all 
over the grounds. Besides her exhibit in 
the main building, which, of . itself, 
ig larger than that of any other foreign country, 
she has reared an extensive and handsume barracks 
to accomodate the corps of sappers aud engineers 
who are here attending to her work and is now com- 
pleting a magnificent octagon of iron that is to fur- 
nish shelter to the worid famous A were ged orick rest- 
ing on a mighty pedestal of amethyst and onyx, be- 
sides maintaining an extensive garden, stocked with 
a ag — of tropicai plants. and sending two mili- 
tary ds to 2 for prizes. No surer indica- 
tion could be asked of the extent of interest felt by 
Mexico in ber commercial relations with the United 
States. She spends half a million of money and nine 
months time in an effort to prove herself worthy of 
the patronage of American capital; to unfold the 
treasures of her forests and fields and the countless 
wealth of her mines. If America loses the commer- 
cial prize which thus comes begging to her shores it 
is no one's fault except her own. 

DIRECTOR GENERAL BURKE.

At these times 
it was customary for Parsons and his wife to enter the 
cabinet, where their supposed daughter was said to 
be materialized t b the influence of the medium 
and to fondie and kiss her as when she was alive. 

The denouement came, however. Although Par- 
sons continued to beueve the assertions of tne mp 
dium, that he had seen his dead daughter, the de- 
ception was discovered througa the confession of 
the confederate of Mrs. Reynolds. This was a 
woman named Nellie Smith, and she stated that 
she had ted the daughter of Parsons sev- 
eral times for Mrs, Reynolds, and always did so at 
the seances when Parsons and his wife were pres- 
ent. Sue had a blue dress, which she was told had 
been the favorite color of Parsons daughter, fixed 
for this special purpose. Jason Smith, a photo- 
ee, then of Oakland. the one-time husband of 

rs. Smith, testified that at aseance which he at- 
tended Parsons and his wife were calied up to the 
Cabinet to kiss their daughter, and when he was 
afterwards cailed up for the same purpose he found 
that he was kissing his own wife.
